WiHi regard to the matter I mestioacd to you last Sunday, you 
naay recall teat X have discussed with the CIA subcommittee of the Armed 
Service* Committee tee problem of the pay scale of tee senior officer* of 
tkte AfbOf. In particular 1 pointed out that it wae becoming increasingly 
difficult. to obtain and to retain the highly qualified personnel which were 
necessary to carry out the important assignments given this Agency under 
law and under National Security Council directives. In the preaeni world 
situation, with which you ere ao familiar, this is becoming more and more 
difficult. 


* subcommittee was, 1 fait, quite sympathetic to tee idea of 
my using tee powers granted me under tee Central Intelligence Agency Act 
of 1949 (P. L. 110, 81st Congress) te effect adjustment ef the salary scale. 
Doe te the pendency of tee Executive Pay BUI, however, 2 thought it was 
wise te await action on teat measure before proceeding. 

The Executive Pay Bill has new become Ian (P. L, 884, 84th 
Congress), and it adjusts tee salary of the Director ami Deputy Director 
of Central Intelligence. For aeearity reasone, however, we had not pro- 
posed tee inclusion of other senior CIA officials in tee Executive Pay Bill, 
as was the case with meat executive department* and agencies of tea 
Government. Under these circumstances 1 have consulted with the White 
House and with the Bureau ef the Budget, with the view to putting into 
affect a pay increase which would affect about twenty five ef the senior 
officers of the Agency In headquarters and about ten in tea field. The 
total annual cost of the increases presently contemplated will be roughly 
$75, 000 per annum. This we can readily absorb in ear n»4e**»g budget.
